Despite polls stating that up to 
80% of the population was against 
the measure, in February members 
of Congress came close to giving 
themselves a 51% pay raise. The 
raise would have affected many 
government workers, including the 
President, Vice President, Su- 
preme Court Justices, and mem- 
bers of Congress. Congressional 
salaries would have been raised 
from $89,500 to $135,000, and 
although their salaries would equal 
$140,000 if they had kept up with 
inflation, the public felt it was too 
much too fast. 

Raising salaries of top govern- 
ment posisitions might have en- 
couraged people to accept the 
added responsibility of those jobs. 
Also, higher pay might have kept 
the best minds from leaving the 
government for private industry 
where they could earn up to twice 
as much. 

There was controversey about 
the way the raise would go into 
effect. In order to be stopped, the 
bill had to be voted down in both 
the House of Representatives and 


the Senate. The Senate planned 
from the start to vote the bill down, 
but the House wouldn’t hold ses- 
sion until the eighth, a day after the 
raise went into effect. 

News of this arrangement creat- 
ed public outcry, and a huge cam- 
paign of sending of tea bags to rep- 
resentatives was started. A Senate 
promise to outlaw honoraria, and a 
House proposal to lower the raise 
to 30% after it went into effect 
were not enough. Finally Speaker 
Wright caved in and called a vote 
on February seventh. The result: 
the Senate voted 96 to 4 against 
the raise, and the House voted 380 
to 48 against it as well. 

Students could appreciate the 
Congressmen’s complaints about 
the high cost of living and housing 
in the Washington D.C. area. How- 
ever most opposed a raise of such 
great proportions at such a crucial 
time in our nation’s economy. The 
House’s decision to vote could be 
viewed as a triumph for our repre- 
sentative democracy; the voice of 
the people was heard.

After three years of grieving the 
lost Challenger astronauts, Ameri- 
ca dared once again to lift off into 
space. Disrupting the still morning 
air at Cape Canaveral, the Discov- 
ery soared into the air while thou- 
sands of spectators below gasped 
with relief.

Horror in Armenia 


The earthquake in Soviet Armenia 
brought agony into the lives of all 
Soviets.
